T he\Slate Surprised by the Introduction 


of a. Witness Who Saw tbe 


Bomb Thrown. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—There was another 


crush of spectators present at the re- 
sumption of the trial of the Anarchists 
before Judge Gary yesterday. It was in- 
timated that the defendants would close 
their testimony In the afternoon, but tnis 
could not be stated with any degree ol 
certainty. 
This would contemplate that 


none of the remaining defendants would 
be placed on the witness stand to give 
testimony. 


Samuel Fielden was called to the stand 


again, and was questioned by Mr. Foster 
of the defense. 


Q. Do you know Detective Bonfleld? 


A. Yes [In alow voice.] 


Q. Did you state to him that you ran 


through Cralne's alley? A. No, sir; I 
never stated to him or to any one else. 


Q. You say you were born in England? 


[by Mr. Ingham on the cross-examina- 
tion.] A. Yes, sir. 


Q. H*w old were you when you came 


to America. 
A. Twenty-one years. 


Q. When did you become a Socialist? 


A. In 1874. 


Q. When did you become an Anarch- 


ist? A. Well, about the same time. 


Q. How long have you believed In 


overturning the present form of govern- 
ment by force? 
A. I do net know as I 


have ever believed In changing the pres- 
ent government by force. I have be- 
lieved that In the nature of things the 
government would have to be changed by 
force. 


Q. 
How long have you preached 


anarchy? The question was objected to 
and disallowed. 


Q. Did you ever know any English 


speaking group except the American 
group? A. No. 


Q. Yon have delivered socialistic and 


anarchistic speeches during tho past foui 
years? A. I have made many speeches, 
but not always of a socialistic and 
anarchistic tendency. Some were strict- 
ly from the worklngrnen's standpoint. 


Q. Where 'were these speeches de- 


livered? A. On the lake front, on the 
market square and at Grief's hall. 


Q. Were you a stockholder in the 


Alarm? A. I believe I had $2 worth oi 
stock. 


Q. Did you take part In Its manage- 


ment? 


Captain Black made an objection. The 


objection was overruled. 


Captain Black rose and said: "I think 


I will advise the witness—" and then 
stopped. 


Then consulting with his brother at- 


torneys he modified his remark and took 


j an exception. 


The witness said he wag named as one 


of the persons to whom communications 
could be addressed as the management 
of the paper. He said he read some ol 
the translations from the Freheit printed 
in the Alarm. 


The witness said he went to the office 


of the Arlteiter ZeUuny on the evening ef 
May 4, arriving there ten minutes before 
.eight o'clock, lie said there were twelve 
01 fifteen members of the American 
gtoup present. 
He said they remained 


there until nearly nine o'clock, when 
Biuillnaii.sur Ran reported that there was 
a large meeting at the Haymarket and 
that speakers were needed. The witness 
H.iid he went to the meeting with Parsons 
and a man named Sclmider. 
He suid 


I Schwab left for tlie Haym.irket prior to 
j to that tiine. The witness said he did 


not wish to speak at the llaymurket and 
only did so through the Interceding of 
Spies. 


Portions of Fielden's speech at the 


Haymarket were read to him. lie said 
lie could not remember the exact words. 
When it came to the language to "throt- 
tle the law" he said he thought he utter- 
ed it. When the poition about the Mc- 
Cormlck trouble and that tlie law was 
only on the side of McCormicU, he re- 
plied that he thought lie did speak In 
that strain. The language was quoted to 
him: "I have some resistance in me. 
You should resist." lie could not re- 
member that he had used these words. 


When the language was read: "The So- 


cialists did not intend to declare war. 
War has been declared," followed by a 
declaration that the fight would be waged 
from now on to the end with the author- 
ities of tlie law, ho said he could not re- 
member that he did use the language. 
The witness said lie was walking or be- 
ginning to walk away when struck by a 
bullet. lie was asked if lie had read cer- 
tain articles in the Alarm about dynamite 
and its use. He said that he could not 
remember whether he did or not. 


The witness said he did not regard his 


Ilaymnrfcet speech as incendiary. He 
declared that he certainly did not incite 
any one that night to any specific overt 
act. 
He made a general attack on the 


present social system. Certain people 
might regard that as incendiary while 
others would nofc. He said he desired to 
keep out of the way of the police that 
night, because he knew they would arrest 
all persons connected with the meeting 
to flml out who was the guilty person. 


On the redirect examination Fieldcn 


declared that in his speech he snld that 
Washington. Jefferson and John Brown 
had occupied the same position toward 
abuses of government that toe Socialists 
did toward the present social system. 
In urging working men to organize he 
only contemplated that they would be 
able by this means to obtain a greater 
share of the products of the co»ntry; a 
more even division of the fruits of labor. 
He had no knowledge that any immediate 
violence would be employed. .Be had 
no iatfraation that a dynamite bomb 
would be thrown. The State's Attorney 
did not pursue thecrosa-exami nation and 
Fielden left the stand. 


Dr. Tello tesUtied that he was called on 


the night of May 4 to dress a bullet 
womid sustained by Henry Spies. 
This 


was to show that the latter was shot at 
tho Haymarket. Young Spies had given 
testimony tending to 
exculpate 
his 


brother, August Sptes, of the crime of 
lighting the bomb. He had formerly tes- 
tified th.it he was not at the Haymarket, 
but in the present trial said he was on 
the wagon with his brothei at the Hay- 
murker.

testified that he sustained tbe ballet 
•wound in striking down a revolver aimed 
by some one at Ms brother. He could 
not say whether it was a policeman or 
not who flrecl the shot. 


Earnst Neindorf, who testined for the 


State, was called by the defense. 
He 


said that he was at Zepf's hall on the 
night of May 3. He said Lingg was 
present, and, as far as as the witness 
knew, was there d«rins: the entire meet- 
ing. The meeting continued from eight 
until eleven o'clock. On the cross-ex- 
amination he said there were eight hun- 
dred or one thousand persons present, 
and that people were coming and going 
all the time. The witness was recalled 
in an effort to show that Lings was not 
present at the so-called conspiracy meet- 
ing held the same uisht at No. 54 West 
Lake street, near Zepf's hall. Jacob 
Sherman said he was present at the 
rneetina in Zepf's hall and saw Mngg 
there during the meeting. 


Fielden was recalled and asked U at 


the coroner's inquest any ttiing was said 
about his firing at the police. 
Objected 


to and disallowed. 


Mrs. Neebe, the wife of one of the de- 


fendants, was called, but her testimony 
wns objected to and she was excused. 


Jlenrich Linnemeyer, the calciminer, 


was recalled and shown the dynamite 
found in the Arbeiter Zeitunq office and 
said lie (.lid not see it when he searched 
the closet in that office on the morning of 
MayS. 


The afternoon proceedings commenced 


with the examination of Joseph Bach, a 
Socialist, who was present at the meet- 
ins held in the Arbeiter-Zeilung office just 
prior to the Haymarket demonstration. 
The point of his testimony was its cor- 
roboration of that of other witnesses to 
the effect that Schwab accepted an invi- 
tation to speak at a meeting of the em- 
ployes of the Deering Harvester Com- 
pany, and was at the Haymarket. He was 
present at the Haymarket meeting and 
saw Henry Spies, brother of the de- 
fendant, there. 
The 
remainder 
of 


his testimony was 
a, 
repetition of 


that of other eye-witnesses of the riot 
who have testined for the defense. 


On being cross-examined witness ad- 


mitted that he was one of the bureau of 
information advertised in the Alarm; 
also that he is one of the directors of 
tbe Arbeiter Zeltung. 


At this stage of the cross-examination 


the witness had lost much of the calm 
assurance which he at first maintained, 
and was caught napping as to one or two 
minor details in his direct testimony. 


The court here announced that he had 


fonnd an authority for his decision given 
this morning excluding the testimony of 
Mrs. Neebe, wife of the defendant. 
The 


Supreme court decision was read and the 
defense called Mas Mitlachur to the 
stand. lie said he attended the Hay- 
market meeting with his brother-in-law, 
Bach,, tlie preceding witness, whose tes- 
timony he corroborated. 


S. T. Ingram said some one handad 


him a circular early on the evening of 
May 4, from which he learned there was 
to be a mass meeting on the Haymarket. 
He went homo to supper and arrived at 
the Haymarket abont the time Spies 
culled the meeting to order. He occu- 
pied a position close enough to heat 
what was said from the speakers' wagon. 
When Parsons had fl«8hed speaking and 
it was understood that the meeting was 
to adjourn to Zepf's hall, the witness 
went with others to that place and in the 
saloon adjoining the hall saw Parsons 
and Fischer. Finding there was to be no 
speaking at tbe ball, he returned to the 
Hav market and heard the latter part of 
Fielden's speech. He saw Fielden alight 
from the wagon and heard the bomb ex- 
pioJe, He believed Fielden did not do 
any shooting, and though he left the vi- 
cinity as rapidly as he could, he noticed 
that the firing all seemed to come from 
the police. 


The witness produced the circular 


which he swore was handed him on tbe 
street. It was one of those from which 
the words "Workingmen, arm yourselves 
and appear in force" had been omitted. 
This is the only circular of that kind that 
has been preserved since the Hayraafket 
not by a witness who was present at the 
meeting. The State presented as evi- 
dence a lot of circulars taken from the 
Arbeiter Zeitung office, from which the 
words mentioned had been expunged, 
ami the defense has presented a number 
of the revised ones, but till now no one 
ot them had been traced to an eyewitness 
of the riot who had received it from a 
•distributor. The point was a surprise to 
the State and every one else, and was ex- 
plained in the cross-examination conduct- 
ed by Mr. Inghara. 


"How long have you known Mr. Salo- 


mon, attorney for the defense?" 


"About half an hour." 
"Half an hour? How came yon to 


meet him half an hour ago for lite first 
time?" 


"1 called at his ofBce an hour or so 


ago and was brought here by some one 
In the office." 


"Why did yon wish to see Mr. Silo- 
man?"

presented in court, and discovering that 
mine, which I still had in my pocket, 
was unlike those presented by the State, 
I thought I might give some testimony 
tthlch had not vet been drawn ont in re- 
lation to the circulars which were dis- 
tributed." 


The witness contradicted himself on 


one or two material points relating to 
the succession of speakers at the Hay- 
market, etc., but in the main his story 
seemed to be told simply aud honestly. 


Tlie audience and even Mrs. Parsons 


smiled when Mr. Zeller asked the next 
witness, J. W. Gage, his opinion regard- 
the reputation of Harry L. Gilmer for 
truth and veracity. The witness said he 
kneiv Gilmer four years ago, and like the 
dozen or so other witnesses called to 
testify on this point, gave no illustration 
or explanation of how he came by his 
opinion. The State Ignored the testi- 
mony esrcept a question or two as to the 
witness' place of residence. 


C.iptaln Black announced that the de- 


fence desired to partly examine one more 
witnesses, when it would ask the court to 
adjourn till Monday morning.
